Visited Every Iaiportant Court in 
: Europe Exeept Russia. 


WAS HIS OWN BEST AMBASSADOR 

Conventions Were Arranged During his 

Reign With Japan, France, Spain and 
Russia. 


Tondon, May 9.—It lvas been said of 
King Ndward VII. that he was ‘his 
own best ambassador, and the saying 
is justified by the energy which ‘his 
Majesty displayed in visiting practi- 
cally ‘every foreign sovereign of im- 
portance in Europe, with the single 
exception of the Czar, and the diplo- 
matic activity evinced in the great 
series of treatics and agreements with 
foreign states concluded under his 
august supervision, 

“His. first foreign visit was paid in 
1901 to Germany, at the funeral of the 
Impress Frederick, Early in the fol- 
lowing year ‘the first treaty of alliance 
was signed between England. and Ja- 
pan,; which involved a radical depart- 
wre. from the past policy of the United 
Kingdom, In April, 1903, the King 
paid‘ ‘his first visit to the Mediterr- 
anean, stopping at Lisbon, (where ihe 
met the King of Pertugal, Gibraltar, 
Malta, Sicily, and Naples, and at Rome 
staying some days with the King of 
Tpaly and paying a visit ‘to the Pope. 


The Entente Cordiale 


In May of the same year he :paid 
hissmomentous visit to Paris, on which 
occasion ‘the foundations of the Ln- 
tente Cordiale and the Anglo-French 
convention were daid, His Majesty 
was excelelutly recieved by ‘the peo- 
ple of Paris, with whom he has always 
been popular. In August he was re- 
ceived ‘by the Austrin . Emperor at 
Vienna. At the end of March, 1904, 
the Ming visited Copenhagen, and in 
April of the same year the first result 
of the change in British foreign pol- 
icy in Europe was the signing of the 
Anglo-French ‘convention in London. 
By this treaty France gave England a 
iree hand in Egypt, and recieved in re- 
turn, a free hand in Morocco and cer- 
tain concession in other parts of the 
world. It marked the close of the 
quarrel between England and France, 
which has been.a féature of European 
history for more than two hundred 
years. In June of the same year the 
King visited the Kaiser at Keil, and 
made.a short stay at Hamburg; «while 
in August he proceeded to Marienbad 
and there received a visit from the 
Emperor of Austria, A ifurther sign 
of the King's desire for reconciliation 
with Russia, the ally of France, might 
lave een detected in the modification 
of ‘the treaty between Fngland and 
Thibet which was signed in September 
vhis year. The British government 
decided to evacuate after three years 
the Chumbi valley, which the Indian 
troops had occupied, and recognize 
the territorial integrity of Thibet. 


Treaty with the States 


No effort af British diplomacy could 
have averted the Russo-Japanese war, 
which was in progress all through the 
though it is certiin that the 
King's Ministers warned the Russian 
governemnt of the power, of Japan, 
and did all that was possible to bring 
about a pacific settlement.

with them questions of foreign palicy. 
In May the paid visits to Athens 
(where ‘he was received ‘by the King 
of Greeee) and Naples. In May he 
returned to-England by way of Rome, 
Genoa, Turin and Paris. In August 
of ‘the same year he proceeded to Mar- 
ienbad for his cure, and on the way he 
had an interview with ‘the German 
Emperor at (Cronberg. 


Convention Witi Spain 

In Fobrwary, 1907, he again paid a 
Visit to Paris, remvining there for 
some time incognito, and thence pro- 
ceeded to Biarritz, afterwards embark- 
ing-on board the Royal yacht and sail- 
ing to Cartagena, where he met Al- 
fonso of Spain. One of ‘the results of 


i this visit was the signing of a conven- 


tiontbetween England and Spain, guar- 
antecing one another's possessions. A 
similar treaty was concluded between 
France and Spain, the three powers of 
Western Europe were now linked to- 
gether by close understandings. 

After quitting Cartagena the King 
paid a visit to Malta, and then, in 
April, met the King of ltaly, at Gaeta. 
On his way back to London he met 
the President of the French republic. 
In August he went Marienbad, 
where he interviewed the French pre- 
miar, M. Clemenceau, Ocher limpor- 
tant interviews with the German Fm- 
peror and emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria followed, while the Anglo- 
Russian Agreement of 1907 defined the 

sessions of England and Russia dn 
Asia, and ended the friction between 
these powers. In } 


to 


November the Ger- 
man Emperor returned King Edward's 
visit and made a short stay in Eng- 
land. 

The King travels and interviews 
gave chim a personal knowledge of 
all the sovereigns and leading states- 
men of Europe and enabled him to 
learn their point of view, while his 
tact was such that it ‘had magical in- 
fluence in winning respect and confi- 
dence. Questions whiclr in other 
days could only have been settled a 
a lengthy correspondence could ibe de- 
cided between His Majesty and the 
forcign governments.

A MYSTERIOUS RUIN 


Not all the worta’s riddies have yet 
been solved; there is still enough mys- 
tery left to give zest to existence. 
Attention ‘has been called to the ex- 
plorations of Zimbabwe, the strange 
ruin of South Africa, The Hon, James 
Bryce visited the spot some years ago, 
and tells of it in his book the 
country. 

Zimbabwe is the most curious relic 
of prehistoric antiquity in Africa. As 
one travels through the pretty coun- 
try, suddenly, a anile away, he ‘sees 
a piece of gray wall, and what seems 
like the top of a ‘tower 


on 


peer ing over 


the edge. ‘This wall is of 
loose but woll-trimmed and 
neatly fitted pieces of — gran- 


ite, surrounding an eliptical enclosure 
within which are other — half-ruined 
walls over-grown with shrubs and 
trees. he strange solid tower, or 
pillar, is thirty feet high, built with- 
out mortar, of trimmed granite. 
This is all there One 
paces to and fro within the enclosure, 
and’ measures the ovidth and length 


is to see. 


of the passages between the walls, One 


climbs the great enclosing awall at the 
point where it is broken, and walks 
along the broad top. One looks, and 
looks again and wonders. But there 
is nothing to show whether the wall 
is ‘three of thirteen centuries old. 
There is no architectural style, no de- 
corations even, save a simple pattera 
on the outside. 

There is nothing to connect — this 
temple, if temple it is, with (buildings 
of any known race or country. = And 
in this mystery lies the charm of the 
spot, and in this and in the remoteness 
and. silence of the country, which 
seems as if it had always been as it is 
today. 

One mark of modern man, and one 
only, is 'to-be seen. In ithe middle 
of the valley, some three hundred 
yards from the great building, Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes erected a monument to 
Major Wilson and the thirty-seven 
troopers who fell on the Lower Shan- 
gani River, fighting gallantly, Decem-

Capt. Cristian Reimels came lead- 
ing his reserves from the Miller‘ave- 
nue station. The women were strong 
in muscle as in numbers. The police- 
men did not use their clubs but they 
wrestled manfully and avere hardly 
ever thrown.
